3. IN ACTUAL FACT, HOUSE INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS COMMIT- 
TEE, WHICH HAS COMPLETED ITS MARKUP, VOTED LULL REQUEST 
AMOUNTS EOR INDONESIA AND THAILAND. ON SENATE SIDE WE 
UNDERSTAND THAT HUMPHREY SUBCOMMITTEE ON FOREIGN ASSISTANCE 
HAS LIMITED GRANT MAP EOR INDONESIA AND THAILAND IN ITS 
MARKUP ONLY TO SUPPLY OPERATIONS. HOWEVER, SENATE VERSION 
STILL HAS TO GO TO LULL FOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE ON 

MAY 12 THEN TO FLOOR AND THEN TO JOINT CONEERENCE WITH 
HOUSE, AND WE ARE SEEKING ENROUTE TO HAVE PART OR ALL OP 
MAP REQUESTS EOR INDONESIA AND THAILAND RESTORED. BOTH 
SENATE AND HOUSE HAVE INCLUDED MAAGS EOR THAILAND AND 
INDONESIA. HOUSE VERSION WOULD AUTHORIZE MAAGS ONLY FOR 
MAP COUNTRIES PLUS A VERY LIMITED NUMBER OF EXCEPTIONAL 
CASES. IF MAP IS DENIED TO THAILAND AND INDONESIA, WE 
MAY HAVE TO UNDERGO ANOTHER ROUND ON MAAGS, BUT WE DO 
NOT ANTICIPATE TERMINATION OP MAAGS EOR THESE TWO 
COUNTRIES. 

4. TO CORRECT MISINPORMATION CAUSED BY WASHINGTON POST 
STORY, ADDRESSEES SHOULD EMPHASIZE THAT CONGRESSIONAL 
MARKUP PROCESS HAS NOT YET BEEN COMPLETED. HOWEVER, YOU 
SHOULD NOT DISCUSS WITH HOST COUNTRY OPPICIALS THE 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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DETAILS OP SENATE ACTIONS IN PARAGRAPH 3, WHICH IS STILL 
PRIVILEGED INPORMATION WITHIN THE COMMITTEE. HOWEVER, 

YOU SHOULD NOTE THAT THE ADMINISTRATION IS VIGOROUSLY 
ATTEMPTING TO PERSUADE CONGRESS TO APPROVE AS HIGH A

4. TO CORRECT MISINEORMATION CUASED BY WASHINGTON POST
